We all remember how earnestly Gener­ 
al Grant entered upon the work of Civil 
Service Reform shortly atter he took the 
Presidential chair. All the inilHence, sym­ 
pathy an i zeal he coaid comm md, were 
thrown into this cherished scheme. A 
Civil Service Commission was appointed, 
and to work it wuut. The result is known 
to every intelligent reader. He had the 
warm and 
vigorous support of many 
friends, and yet General Grant, in a very 
short time, saw 
his labors in the di­ 
rection of this much needed reform, thrown 
away. No important results were achiev­ 
ed, and the Commission met with a la­ 
mented death, and the old Civil Service 
system was re adopted by the President. 
Aroused to the importance of doing 
something to purify, if possible, the iCiyil 
Service department oi the Government, 
the Republican National Convention at 
Cincinnati in 18*0, put a Civil Service 
plank in its platform. 
President Hayes is 
now trying to carry out th ; resolution 
which virtually declares that the best in­ 
terest of the 
public 
service requires 
that Republicans should not dictate ap 
pointments. However grave the subject 
may be, there is a little touch of comedy 
in the result of bis efforts. 
Laying aside 
tho New York Custom House appoint­ 
ments, the President has made some ludi* 
crous, civil service strokes. We need not 
go out of the Wesiern .states to find In* 
stances in which his appointments bear 
no 
kin 
to 
a 
certain 
resolution 
in 
the 
Cincinnati 
platform, 
which he loves so well and is trying so 
hard to honor. 
The fact is, President 
Hayes’ profession and practice are far 
apart in this Civil Service business. It is 
not possible for him, neither wiii it be pos­ 
sible for any other President, to carry the 
entire load of resp insitnlity of making 
appointments. Other 
Presidents 
have 
tried this Civil Service Relorm and failed 
—Mr. Hayes is trying it, and one’s finger 
might 
be 
pointed 
to 
scores ol 
his appointments, which arc anything but 
appointments made in harmony with the 
spirit of Civil .Service Relorm. 
The President, of course, is honest lo 
his efforts to c arrect existing abuses in the 
Civil Service, and when these efforts are 
made in the right direction, he should re* 
ceive the heart* s apport of both parties.

The Aldermanic Committee in New

The salt crop of the Saginaw, Mich. 
Valley for 1877 was 1 381,341 barrels, 
against 1,148.253 in 1876. Tne crop of 
1861, the Aral year of the business, was 125,- 
0U0 barrels. 


The lumbering business of the Saginaw 
(Mien ) river tor 1877 is summarized ihu-: 
S'Xty-six mills were in operation, dDti 3,- 
454 men were employed, and 23 shingle 
mills employing .474 men. There were 
cu: 640.165,281 feet of lumber, against 573,- 
950,771 feet in 1876, aud 581,553,273 in 
1875. 
Coal, it is said, has been discovered in 
Charlevoix county, Mich., aud a company 
has been formed by four gentlemen of 
Penosylvinia who are now m g dialing for 
me purchase of machinery wtiu which to 
open aud operate it. Should it really 
prove true thai a coal mine exists in that 
vicinity the reputation of Prof Wiucbell 
as a geologist will suffer somewhat, as he 
has given it as bis opinion that no coal 
btds exist lo this part of the S .ate. 
The rush of emigrants to Texas is be­ 
ginning to alarm the substantial cilizt-ns of 
the old Southern Stales. Stalwart young 
men, the bone aud muscle of the country, 
are going off by the car-load. 
The news­ 
papers in Georgia and Sooth Carolina arc 
greatly alarmed about it. 
Evidently the 
attractions of the* Lone Star State bare 
greatly increased since 
Gen. Sheridan 
made his famous criticism upoa it. 
“It I 
owned both hell aud Texas,” said little 
Pull, “I would rent out Texas and live in 
hell.” 
There i9 now an establishment In New 
York devoted solely to the business of air­ 
ing out dress costs. The proprietor says 
he has about IOO swallow-tails on band, 
watch he rents out at $2.00 a night, with 
ves.s to mach at $1 additional. The socie­ 
ty season is the busiest, say from Decem­ 
ber to February, and duriog that period 
sometimes iweoty coats are*out in n night. 
Rarely ate there less than twelve out. Most 
of the customers are clerks, small trades­ 
men, and even some professional meo, who 
do not have frequent use tor dress coats, 
but have to use them sometimes. 
The rapidity with which our timber is 
disappearing is alarming. 
Within ten 
yeais no less than 12,000,000 acres of forest 
have been cut or burned over in the United 
Slates. 
Much of the timber is used tor 
fuel; 25 cities are on record as consuming 
500 acres to 10,000 acres eacn. Fences use 
up much timber, and railway sleepers re­ 
quire the product of 150,000 acres per an­ 
num. The amount of pine Umber yet 
standing In the United States is no longer 
large. The sum of $144,000,000 is estimat­ 
ed to be invested in the whale Umber in­ 
men.

A KEW YEAR’S STORY. 


T h e E a d s o f T w o M en W ho Started 
T o g e th e r Forty Tears Ago. 
New York Tribune Editorial, Jan. I. 
Here is a little story which seems to us 
lo suit ihe day. Go New Year’s night, 
just forty years ago, two lads landed Horn 
an emigrant ehlp in New York. They 
were bath honest, of decent parentage, and 
intelligent. 
They tiieciissed ways and 
means before separating to seek their for­ 
tunes in the New World. But the older 
bay, whom we shall here call Wright, had 
so many and such magnificent plans that 
the other had opportunity to say but little. 
In tact, h§ had no plans nor castles in the 
air, being only concerned in finding imme­ 
diate work and wages. 
Wright coming 
from a country where his class had no 
chance, was bewildered by the glittering 
possibilities ot a republic. “You will see 
me in ihe American Senate yet,1 he said to 
hi! companion. 
The lad made this paint his goal. and 
based all his action uu.rulilly on it, just as 
Hasting* did on tue pofl.-e*»-ion of tba es­ 
tate of his ancestors. Politics, Wright 
perceived, was the shortest way up, clean 
or dirty ; the newspaper was the quickest 
method of gaining knowledge of politics 
He secured a situation in the 
o! a 
New York pap* r of unsavory notoriety. 
The wot k wa* hard, the pay po»r 
He 
eked out his resources by jobbery ; and, 
after several years, it was hinted, by black­ 
mail. The man wa* not without ability , 
he wrote one or two elaborate articles 
which are even yet remembered as the 
most brilliant of their kind. Literary men 
were scarcer then than now—a little talent 
made great bruit in the work! 
Wright be­ 
came a hi n for the time, was handed 
about from club to club, aud dined at rich 
men’a 
tables, 
until 
it 
was 
found 
taut ne 
had 
laid his one 
golden egg. His succeeding articles were 
insipid and bombastic. Then he was left 
to die alooe, ana to swill cheap wiue and 
bad whisky at the grog-shops, lie had ac­ 
quired the taste for bath. But the Senate 
was still before hun. He turned ward pol­ 
itician, tank by degrees into the vilest 
depths of trickery aud bribery. 
He Lad 
not been a bad man in the beginning. 
There were dishes of fine instincts, tender, 
manly feeling about him yet. He ran for 
Governor and barely missed success; he 
lived by turns in the state-rooms ol the 
best hotel and in the slums behind the 
Bowery. He is dead now. 
After thirty- 
fiv* years of useless struggle his body, dis­ 
eased through exhaustion and rum, was 
laid in the grave, and his soul went—Gel 
knows where. 
Certainly it bad been 
greatly deteriorated and tainted in those 
years. 
In the meantime the younger man had 
made no mark in the world. 
He settled in 
a Western village, woikeJ, enjoyed bun­ 
sen, made new friends day by day. 
He 
was an earnest, thorough fellow, tie be­ 
came a physician, and there was no more 
keen, patient practitioner in the State. He 
fell in love; never was there a more ar­ 
dent love*. He brought up his children in 
the fear cl God, with clean minds, good di­ 
gestion, high, honorable aims. He Is living 
still, a while-haired, erect, clear eyed old 
man, who is not known outside of 
county, bul ha* built a solid foundation 
under his feet for this world by fair deal­ 
ing and love to his neighbor, and for the 
next by humble trim in an ail merciful 
God. 
XCo'w we Lave told these incidents be­ 
cause there is not a reader of this morning e 
tribune who docs not stand now just 
where thoae lads did on that New Year a 
night. We put our lect on the shore of a 
new world this morning. A good many of 
us will make fine plans, fix our eyes on 
some ghuenng height. Ii is the American

AGRICULTURAL NOTES. 
Osage county, Ktnsas, has raised 2,772 
acres of castor beans. 
About 12o,000 bushels of clover seal are 
annually sent from this country to europe. 
Flora Temple—tie trotting mare whose 
fame is world-wide—died near Philadel­ 
phia on the 28th inst. 
Com is cheap. Fatten and sell all poor 
and old cows, and get butter ones for 
breeding nod for milk. 
A Chester, Baton Co, Mich, farmer re­ 
cently felled a walnut tree from which he 
realized the ram of $876. 
Tobacco leaves, unintentionally given 
with their bay, are said to have lately 
killed three Kentucky cows. 
The land sales of the Northern Pacific 
company for the past month aggregated 
05,732 acres, the 
consideration 
being 
$284,680. 
A carrot that went 25 inches toward 
China, and a turnip, 35 inches around the 
waist, are recent exponents of the capabil­ 
ities of Kansas soil. 
Toe palmetto tree hitherto regarded 
worthless tor industrial purposes, is about 
to be utilized in the mauutacture of mat* 
ting, brushes and rope. 
There are about 70,000 orange trees in 
bearing ic Louisiana, yielding over 30,000,- 
OOO oranges annually, which are worth on 
the trees about $100,000. 
Three farmers of Patoka township, Pike 
county, Ind., have manufactured an aggre­ 
gate of fifty-seven hundred gallons of sor­ 
ghum molasses this season. 
It is stated that the farmers of Clinton 
county, Iowa, during the past year, have 
lost from 75.000 to 100,000 hogs from chol­ 
era, the floss in value reaching at least 
$500,060 and many consider that a low es­ 
timate. 
During the past season there were ship­ 
ped from the blate of Delaware 3,072,620 
bushels of peaches. There were canued in 
the State 319,675 baskets. It is estimated 
that the growers realized a profit of fifty 
cents per bushel, or nearly $1,700,000 tor 
the entire crop. 
Farmers should use every means for in­ 
forming themselves in regard to public af­ 
fairs. Agriculture is suffering from bad 
ledislation and public neglect, because 
farmers have not taken care to inform them­ 
selves and exert their proper icllience in 
and on our law-making bodies. 
An appropriation of $8,000 will be ask- 
ed*ot Congress by the commissioner of ag 
nculture, t<v pay the expenses of a com­ 
mission to examine ;and report upon the 
subject of forestry. This is to form a basis 
for legislation for the preservation of our 
timber, similar to the lorcstry laws of Eu­ 
rope. 
The aggregate importations of American 
products to Great Britain, were larger in 
October last than in any previous month of 
the year. 
During that time at Glasgow 
alone there were landed 2,900 sheep, 146 
horses and mules, 3,153 quarters of beef, 
24,000 cases preserved meats and 5,270 
boxes of bacon. 
Boston requires about 120,000 beeves an­ 
nually. From 75,000 to 80,000 are slaugh­ 
tered at Brighton, from 38,000 to 40,000 in 
Chicago, and from 4,000 to 6,030 in Somer­ 
ville, Cambridge, Leverett and other subur­ 
ban places. 
The beeves from Chicago 
arrive mostly in the winter, and cause a 
fall in price of from twenty to twenty-five 
per cent. 
The Anti-LIrrsc Thief Association has 
two hundred and sixty-uoa lodges, and 
eight thousand members in Missouri, Iowa 
and Illinois. It does not encourage lynch­ 
ing, although that course is permitted in 
places where the officers of the law cannot 
be relied on to prosecute thieves. In a re­ 
cent convention In Illinois it was said that 
the ordtr bad secured the conviction of 
over one thousand thieves within a yeas.

Cost of Corn Crops. 
The New York Alias gives the results of 
the recent award ot premiums in corn cul­ 
ture, as decided by a committee or inc 
American Institute. Some ot the tacts and 
figuresfpresented are ot more than usual 
interest and are entitled by their impor­ 
tance to further elucidation. 
vVben Dr. Parker produced his crop of 
200 bushels per acre, great as the yield 
was, it lacked one essential point ot inter­ 
est. The cost of production was not stat­ 
ed, and probably was never known. 
But 
when Mr. Nelson, of Nebraska, produced 
9 1 bushels per acre at a certified cost O' 
I I *5 ; aud when still later, O. VV Steven*, 
in the famous corn trial, produced S3 bush­ 
els at a still lower cost of $4 61, both of 
these products, though the yield of tach 19 
less than half the debtor's, and though the 
statement aud cost of each is detective aud 
incomplete, are yet, as agricultural fads. of 
more interest to practical farmers than the 
larger yield which leaves the profit entire­ 
ly in the dark. 
Giving the details teriatim it adda: ‘‘If 
we now compare the profit of these crop?, 
as resulting from the yield and cost, assum­ 
ing the value ot corn to De GO cents at tho 
West, and 80 cents In New England, it will 
show the following result: 
“Crop of Mr. Stephens, Mt. Pleasant, 
K *n, 83r4 bushels, worth $49.96 ; cost, 
$8.57 ; profit $41.38. 
“Crop of Mr. Baldwin, Chemung. N. Y.. 
70 bushels; worth $46 73; cost $9 2 7 # ; 
profit $46.72#. 
“Crop ot Mr. Compton, Hawley, Pa., 191 
bushels; worth $144.80; cost $28.86 ; proi- 
it $115 96. 
“ The figures apeak for themselves. Ev­ 
ery farmer can see the meaning of these a. 
a glance." 


High-Bred Animals. 
High-bred animals are rarely profitable 
for the (armer, except for the propogation 
of improved grades by crossing on natives 
ir common stock; hence a farmer who 
ha8 at large 'expense procured a herd or 
fi >ck of pure-bred ttock, finds them deter 
loratiDg in condition and appearance, and 
less prod vc ti vs than he expected. This has 
been the almost universal experience of 
farmers. In selecting animals for purchase, 
those that have the most attractive appear* 
auce ara generally chosen, witn little re­ 
gard to anything else than to please the 
eye. The largest and best proportioned, 
or H ose of the most fancied colors, are 
preferred, because the ie are the moat con­ 
spicuous points, aud they appeal to the 
sight rather than to an expert judgment. 
The points Which make a pure-bred ani­ 
mal valuable to swarmer as a means of im­ 
proving tis h:rd are not th we, but such as 
ae deep* r and sq u ire experience sod 
judgment ta detect. The fine bote, small 
offal, quality of flesh, vigorous constitution 
and b« rtditary excellence, do not alwa>s— 
in fact rarely—accompany excessive or at­ 
tractive appearance ; but the former go to 
make up the true value cf an animal f r 
the farmer who seeks to improve bis stock 
rather than the latter —flew York Times.
